W ASHINGTON, Nov. 9—Sweep­ 
ing revision of the entire federal 
tax structure, including a sharp 
upw ard boost in individual income 
and some business taxes, was fore­ 
s a il today in congressional circles 
as highly probable in the next con­ 
gress. 
The tax changes are expected to 
follow approval of an increase in 
the debt lim it from *60,000,000,000 
to 
*65,000,000,000. 
Congressional 
leaders predicted approval of the 
debt lim it boost in January. 
The treasury already has endors­ 
ed the principle of a study of the 
entire federal tax problem , includ­ 
ing its relation to sta te and loeai 
taxes and sim plification of the tax 
structure. Republican congression­ 
al leaders in tax affairs also have 
urged such a study.

Walking 
through 
the 
wheat 
fields with His disciples on a Sab­ 
bath day, talking with them, cer­ 
tain of the Pharisees, always hop­ 
ing to catch Him in some indis­ 
cretion by which they could ar­ 
rest and bring Him before the 
authorities called His attention to 
the 
fact that His 
companions 
were 
picking W’heat or 
barley, 
rubbing them between their hands 
and eating the kernels. The Bible 
says 
they 
were 
picking 
the 
"corn,” but corn as we know it 
in America was unknown in Jesus’ 
day, and other cereals were then 
called corn. The Pharisees said this 
act W’as unlawful on the Sabbath. 
Rules for the observance of this 
day were very strict, you remem­ 
ber But Jesus answered them that 
David, the very pillar of the church, 
when he and his followers were 
hungry, had gone so far as to eat 
the shew-bread from the temple 
which was supposed to be eaten 
only by the priests. This quieted 
the Pharisees for the time. 
Heals Withered Arm 
On another occasion, however, 
Jesus went to the synagogue on a 
Sabbath and taught A man with 
a withered right arm came to Him 
to be healed, and the Pharisees 
watched 
to see 
what the 
Lord 
would do. Reading their thoughts. 
Jesus told the man to stand up in 
their midst, then He said to the 
Pharisees: 
“I will ask you one 
thing: It is lawful on the .Sabbath 
days to do good work or to do 
evil? to save life or destroy it?” 
To the man He said: “Stretch 
forth thy hand,” He did so, and it 
was made whole. It infuriated these 
priests to be so baffle! by the man 
they refused to recognize as the 
Messiah. They were “maddened,” 
the 
Bible says, and 
“communed

Vitamins Straight 
1. The numeration of the vita­ 
mins. They have been multiply­ 
ing so fast that even the best doc­ 
tors can hardly keep up with what 
is Vitamin P and Vitamin V. In 
this numeration I will try to tell 
first what the average person 
wants to know—what a specific J 
vitamin does in the body, then 
what its chemical structure is, I 
and then such practical questions 
as whether it is destroyed by cook- j 
ing or refrigeration. 
2. The diseases or bodily condi­ 
tions th at result from lack in the 
diet of one or the other vitamin. 
3. W hat signs on the body show 
vitamin deficiency. 
The vitamins which have been 
described to date are A; Bi, B>, B», 
Bs Bs B«; C; D; E; K; P; U; W; 


found in fatty food and is fat 
soluble. So is Vitamin D and these 
are often found together. Vitamin 
D prevents rickets, it was at first 
supposed that Vitamin A pre­ 
vented rickets. But it was after­ 
wards shown that A is quite dif­ 
ferent and separate from D. Life 
could not be sustained if Vitamin 
A were not in the diet—it carries 
on growth, prevents infections 
and superintends things general­ 
ly. It has a goo’d deal to do with 
the nutrition of the eye. If the 
retina does not get enough Vita­ 
min A, night blindness occurs. 
This is not very serious, but when 
it occurs it indicates that the diet 
does not contain enough vitamins 
generally. And the test for night 
blindness can very easily he made; 
special machines are used. 
Vitamin A has been used as a 
medicine, or rather, a dressing for 
burns and many skin diseases.
